This year it plans to import 184 million 
barrels of crude oil, 18 million barrels more 
than last year. 

Park, whose country has diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel, said recently that South 
Korea was considering improving relations 
with the PLO to enhwee its links with the 
oil-producing Arab states. 

^k said that South Korea valued its exist- 
ing friendship with Saudi Arabia. 

Last June, the South Korean Commerce 
and Industry Minister Choi Kak-ku and the 
Energy and Resources Mmister Chang Yie- 
joon virited Saudi Arabia, one to promote 
trade ties and the other to talk about oil sup- 
plies.

Israelis can ‘now buy ’ lands 


JERUSALEM, SepL 16 (R) — Private 
Israeli extizens will now be permitted to bity 
land in the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, reverting a 12-year ban on such sales, a 
government ^kesman announced Sunday. 

Spokesman Axye Naor said after 
weekly cabinet meeting that the government 
felt tte prohibition imposed after Israel 
occiqned the areas in the 1967 Middle Eart 
war was now outdated. 

** Israelis have been permitted to buy land 
everywhere but tn West Bank and Gaza since 
1967 apd we feel this is now ludicrous and 
outdat^” Naor told reporters. 

The cabinet dedtion was unanimous and a 
ministerial committee will work out the 
details of how sales are to be made, be added. 

Saturday night members of the extremis 
Gush Emunim (Faith Bloc) movement laid 
the foundation for a new settlement 
approved by the government a year ago. 

They moved into Maalei Adumim B, IS 
km east of Jerusalem, shortly before the 
Israeli high court rejected an appeal by local 
Palestinian landowners who claimed tbe land 
was theirs.

It said the A^glan Revolutionary Council 
met in Kabul Sunday for four hours, under 
the chairmanship cd Shah Walid, the minister 
for foreign affous. 

Taraki had offered his reagnation to the 
council. Radio Kabul said. It quoted him as 
saying, " in view of my bad health and nerv- 
ous weakness, I cannot continue to perform 
my duties as the preadent of the Democratic 
Republic of Afghantetan, as well as other 
posts in the government and in the Khalq 
Party.'* 

Radio Kabul reported that Amin took over 
as president, but gave no odier details of the 
new government lineup. 

D$lomatic sources in Kabul had reported

a deep split within the Khalq Party, between 
those who supported Amin and chose who 
opposed him. 

Although Taraki was the official head ol 
state and the party, the SO-year-oId Amin 
had clearly emerged as the governmentfs 
strongest hand. Amin controlled the secret 
police and bad an independent network of 
informers, preempting any moves by his 
opponents to develop independent bases of 
power, sources said. 

Criticism of Amin centered on his heu\y- 
handed approach to reform programs and his 
direction of the fight against the Muslim 
insurgency. 

Earlier, the diplomatic sources had 
reported hearing loud explosions and small 
arms fire on Friday after the two remaining 
military officers in Amin's cabinet had been 
sacked. 

In recent weeks, the rebels claimed that 
their rebellion had spread to as many as 24 of 
the 28 provinces of the land-locked central 
Asian nation. 


Carter sees autonomy success

WASHINGTON, SepL 16 (R) — Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter said Sunday the N£ddle 
East peace process is "alive and weiT' and 
piedi^d success in Israeli-Egyptian talks 
over the issue of Palestinian autonomy in dis- 
puted areas. , . ■ • 

Carter’s statement was issued by the White 
House to mark Monday’s first-year anniver- 
sary of the Camp David accords which set up 
a ftemework for peace in the Middle East. 

*’We believed then that we had reached a 
historic turning point in the bitter history of 
that long-sufiering regton." Carter said. 

" One short year later, that belief has become 
a firm reality. 

"After 30 yeara of hostility and war, Israel 


is truly at peace with its largest Arab neigh- 
bor. The relations between them are improv- 
ing daily. The provisions of the t^ty of 
peace are being carried out. precisely on 
schedule," he said. 

Carter said the “remarkable change" frt^ 
war to peace w'os illustrated by the recent visil 
to Haifa of Egyptian President Anwar Sadut 
which was marked by a warm Israeli recep- 
tion. 

"The peace process outlined at Camp 
David one year ago is alive and well,*' Carter 
said, "llie talks on future autonomy for the 
West Bank and Gaza are proceeding on 
schedule, in an atmosphere of good will and 
serious cooperation. 1 am confident these 
talks will succeed.’*

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16 — The Ameri-

Following Jest month’s dismissal of a 
madmusts union suit against OPEC, Attor- 
ney KhaJid Al Mansour says there is an 
“ excellent of^itunity " for the U.S. to 
initiate a di^ogue whidi should include 
OPEC nations, industrialized nations and 
■developing nations. 

Al- Mansour made his remarks at a press 
conference here late last week which he cal- 
led to discu» the aftermath of the lawsuh and 
to reveal some proposab be will make to 
OPEC. 

He urged the dialogue because be said the 
failure of the U.S. government to intervene in 
the case " raised great suspicion in OPEC 
countries that the governments is somehow 
eocoora^g an anti-OPEC campaign in the 
U.S,'* 

During the press conference the California 
attorney said be will urge OPEC to link oil 
prices to a currency/commodity index. 

I^spoDding to critics of OPECs recent 


price hikes, Al Mansour said OPEC states are 
su&ring a 300 per cent inflation in prices of 
goods and services. 

The recent anti- trust action, which charged 
OPEC with violating U.S. price-fixing laws, 
was dismissed in Los Angeles Federal Dis- 
trict Court in late AugusL 

Federal Judge A. Andrew Hauk dismissed 
the . suit — brought by the International 
Assodation of Machinbts and Aerospace 
Workers saying the U.S. court had no jurisd- 
iction in the matter. The machinists are a{^- 
aling the ruling. 

No OPEC country re^nded to the suit, 
but Al Mansour, who chairs a group called 
Concerned Black Americans in Support of 
Africa and the Middle East, filed a fiiend-of- 
the-court brief in connection with the lawsuit. 

During the four-day trial, Al Mansour 
noted that he presented oral arguments 
cross-examined witnesses and took all the 
legal steps a defense attorney could have. 

Al Mansour will brief OPEC officials in 
^^nna this week on the fallout from the iaw- 
suiL but first he must file a brief in another 
California suit brought against OPEC. 

Tliat suit was filed by a San Francisco 
public advocacy law firm. Public Advocate- , 
on behalf of a Mexican-American veterans 
association.

On a third, they will 
be banned from practising their 
profession in addition to having 
their wares confiscated.

JUBA, Sept, 16 (OFNS) — 
Sudan's “open door” policy 
toward refn^s. is in danger 
because of the never-ending 
demand for asylum by Mctims 
of African oi^pression. 

Over the years, the Sudan has 
accepted more than balf-a- million 
refo^^es, more than any other 
country in Africa. 

Most come from six of Sudan's 
eight bordering states, Ethiopia, 
Uganda, Lil^a, die Central >^- 
can Empire, Ctod and Zaire, and 
they are severely straining the 
countiys economy. 

Last month brought a wave of 
rioting, arson and violent demon- 
strations by Sudanese students 
and urban dissidents in protest 
over escalating Irring costs and 
lack jobs. As a result Sudan's 
President Jaafar Numeiri has 
warned the refugees that they will 
no longer be allowed freedom of 
movement but will soon be moved 
to woiit camps and agricultural 
settlement schemes away from the 
urtian areas. 

Nomeiri is taking this action 
because of widespread feeling by 
Sudanese in Khartoum, Omdur- 
man and Port Sudan that the 
refugees are taking away well- 
paid jobs. And, w& food costs 
soaring because of inflation, many 
Sudanese do not see why r^gees 
should be fed while local people 
are on the verge of starvation. 

To maintain stricter control 
over the vast numbers of refugees, 
Sudanese will be issued with iden- 
tity cards, so that foreigners can be 
more easily distingui^ed. Many 
refugees have never registered 
with the authorities, having 
enteted across mountains, 
swamps or desert 'frontiers to 
escape tyranny io their own Coun- 
tries. 

Sudan has repeatedly appealed 
to other African conntries to share 
the, refugee burden, or at least 
contribute toward tiieir mainte- 
nance. So far DO help has bmn 
forthcoming and Sudim has b^n 
lefr to tackle the problem alone, 
except for assistance fix>m the 
United Nations Hi^ Commisrion 
for Refugees and other aid bodies. 

Before the figure reached its 
present total of more than 


SQQ.QOO as a result of the influx of 
refugees from Uganda after Idi 
Amin was ousted, th^ Sudanese ■ 
government had just' completed 
&e task of resettUng more than 
one million of its own population 
in the south. They had returned 
afrer fleeing to other countries 
during the 17-year civil war bet- 
ween Sudan’s 'Anyanya' guerril- 
las and the Khartoum govem- 
menL 

For 12 'years Sudan has been 
caring for fugitives fix)m Zaire, 
especially thousands of ‘Simba^ 
who were routed by the FCatangese 
gendarmerie. They refuse to 
teturn home. 

The 18-year war between Erit- 
rean guerrillas and Ethk>|nan 


troops has produced successive 
waves of ref^ees, first during the 
campaign waged by Halle Selassie 
and- then after the much more 
devastating attacks by the Men- 
gistu regime. Tire revolution in 
Ethiopia also caused large nuin* 
bers of Ethiopians to flee west- 
ward into Sudan, eqrecialiy those 
of the Amhara middle-class. It is 
they, and some of the younger 
Eritreans, who have found well- 
paid jobs in Sudan, espedally 
those who have mastered Arabic.

Judge maintains it is classified 

H-bomb letter printing banned in U.S. 


SAN FRANCISCO. Sept. 16 
(AP) — A U.S. judge Saturday 
night barred a student-run 
California newspaper from publ- 
ishing portions of a letter the gov- 
ernment contends includes secrets 
about the hydrogen bomb. 

The author of the letter says he 
obtained all the information from 
public documents. 

U.S. District Judge Robert 
Schnacke ordered the Berkeley- 
based Tke Daily Ca^onuan and 
two of its editors not to publish or 
give to anyone else material in the 
letter which the government clas- 
siSed earlier in the week as " secret 
restricled data" under the Atomic 
Energy Act 

The order, which did not specify 
which portions of the letter are 
classified, also told the editors to 
give the court within five days — 
in secret — a list of all known 
copies of the letter and who 
received them. 

Schnacke said Justice Depart- 
ment attorneys appeared before 
him Saturday to obtain his signa- 
ture on the order, arguing the 
newspaper, which next pubUshes 
Monday, was planning to publish 
tte lener. 

Schnacke said the order “sug- 


ge^ in strong terms that they ( the 
editors) better wait before they do 
anything." 

Schnacke set a hearing for Fri- 
day in his San Francisco court to 
hear arguments from the news- 
paper and the government on 
whether a preliminary injunction 
should be issued extentfing the 
ban. The order expires Sept. 24.

Joshua GosSled, the managing 
editor. “ We've had the letter for a 
week. We could have published 
it." But be said the newq»per 
would comply with the order w^e 
appealing. 

The letter from Charles Han- 
sen, who has said bis hobby is col- 
lecting public documents about 
nucieu weaponry, was sent to a 
number of newqiapers and indi-

The suit diaiged the letter oon- 
trins"secret, restricted data,” and 
that its pubUcation could injure 
the United States.^ Hansen, 32, a 
computer programmer in Moun- 
tain View, declined comment on 
the court action, but said his 
informatiOD came from public 
documents. 

The'19S4 act provides penalties 
for anyone to possess or com- 


municate what h terms "testricted 
data” — regardless of the source. 
It defines such data as aiqrthing 
about the " design, .mtmufoctiire or 
utilization of atomic weapons ... 
The production of special nuclear 
material .... or the use of spe^ 
nuclear material in the production 
of energy.” 

In practice, the determination 
of what is restricted data is made 
by a department of energy classffi- 
cations office in Germantown, 
Maryland. 

Violation of the act can result in 
a fine of up to $10,000 or irapris- 
onment up to 10 years.

LONDON. Jiepl. 16 (AP) — 
Air India passenger services to 
and from London, baited by a 
strike since Aug. 10, ure expected 
to resume vi-ithin the next few 
days, the airline has said. 

Saturday's announcement fol- 
lowed an agreement readied with 
the airline's locally hired ground 
staff who were in dispute over pay, 
work assignments and grievance 
procedures. 

The .^70 staff, mainly Inidan 
nationals belonging to Britain's 
powerful Transport and General 
Workers' Union, have now agreed 
to return to work under a new 


pact. 

All dbmissed staff will be reins- 
tated. 

In addition to a six-per cent pay 
increase already offered the strik- 
ers, Air India; will pay an addi- 
tional el^t per cent under a self- 
financing productivity plan. The 
pact also includes an increased 
shift allowance. Further details 
were not immediately available. 

The strikers had been demand- 
ing a 14 to 16-per cent pay raise. 

During the stoppage, the 40 
weekly Air India flights that nor- 
mally stop in London were 
rerouted to other European air- 
ports. 


NEW DELHI, Sept. 16 (R) ^

rioting in years in a bid to cool 
tempers and contain the vrolenoe 
before the general elections. 

Strong armed police patrols 
Sunday enforced a weekend cur- 
few in parts of the old dty of Delhi 
where 32 peo{^ were injured in 
Hindu- Muslim riots Friday night. 

Hundreds of police were ru^d 
into the area and an initial 36- 


hour curfew damped on the area 
was further extended until Mon 


day morning. 

Police said they had made 62 
arrests during and after the two 
hours of fitting in which 19 
policemen and a deputy commis- 
sioner were injured. 

The trouble started when Mus- 
lims were prevented from entering 
a building they wanted to use as a 
mosque. 

A number of pavement shops 
were set ablaze and police fired 
shots in the air and burst teatgas 
bombs when a mob tried to burn 
down a police post. 

Deputy Premier Yeriiwantrao 
Chavan Saturday toured the area 
and later told a conference of top 


state administrators to take pre- 
cautions against communal dis- 
harmony in the run-up to the 
November- December elections. 

He said it could not be ruled out 
that political parties and leaders 
would take actions detrimental to 
the maintenance of communal 
harmony and the tension could get 
worse.

Bangkok’s new face. These are the 
“hong taos" or Chinese shop- 
houses: long, two-sforey rectang- 
les of cheap conrete construction, 
di^nded into identical units, some- 
tunes painted pastel shades of 
green or pink. 

Sumet Jusmai, a well- known 
architect and preservationist, says 


the last vestiges of the old dty — 
the Bangkok of canals, trees and 
temples, the “Venice of the Easf' 
— are being swept away forever. 

Sumet and some of bis con- 
cerned colleagues say little effort 
is being made to put traditional 
structures to new.uses, harmonize 
the old and the new or encourage 
innovative moderu ardutectuxe. 

So today one view of the Grand 
Palace, seat of Thailand's 
kings, is marred by a busy gas sta- 
tion; shopping complexes qjmut 
in streets once lined with gardens 
and homes and more of ^ dt/s 
300 tem[ries are being hemmed in 
by the inhan sprawl. 

“I can’t see where the Bangkok 
metropolitan administration is at 
all concerned about the beauty of 
the dty outride of planting a few 
trees at intersections that die soon 
anyway," says Tri DevakuL, one of 
Thailanrfs best young architects. 
“ We can only expect fiiitber decay 
in our environment." 

Bangkol^s woes are numerous 
and contrfoizte to this loss of 
beauty. 


They iudude slums, massive 
traffic jams, unacceptable levels of 
noise, air and water pollution and 
annud flooding, caus^ in large 
part by the paving over of all but a 
few canals which once criss- 
crossed the iow-iyiog city. 

Bangkok’s population of about 
4ii miHion is yearly swollea by an 
influx of rural m^rants and the 
United Nations predicts Bangkok 
will become of tte world's 24 most 
populous cities by the eod of the 
century, a megalopolis of nrore 
than 10 milUoa. Areas that not ro 
many years ago were rice fields 
and could be hid for a inttanoe are 
pr ime urban real estate today and 
sell for mini-fortunes. Land on 
SDom Road, a major oommeFoal 
section, has soared to $ 1,250 a 
scpiare meter. 

Bangkok’s elite families, who 
owned large swaths of the city, 
have over the past few years sut^ 
dhnded and sold off some of tiieir 
holdings to reap the bonanza. And 
vdiat has in many cases happened 
to these once green areas is, in the 
opinion of the prominent 
architects, aesthetically shocking. 


PEI^G, Sept. 16 (R) 
Qiina has accused Cuba of dis- 
criminating against Chinese jour- 
nalists at the recent nonaligned 
summit meeting in Havana and 
said the Soviet Union had oigan- 
ized eavesdropping on foreign 
reporters. 

The official Xinhua news 
agency said that Chinese reporters 
were barred from covering certain 
events. 

"A Chinese reporter from 
Washington did not get his visa 
until the eve of the opening of the 
summit and, when he arrived in 
Havana, he was denied a press 
card to enter the conference hall. 
He finally got it 36 hours after the 
beginning of tte summit," the 
agency said. 

"The Chinese reporters were 
also denied permits to go to ^ 
airport or to attend the opening 
and closing ceremonies of the con- 
ference. They were rarely allowed 
to enter the conference ball, yet 
each of them was under constant 
watch of several men from the 
Cuban Ministry of the Interior.” 

The agency said. Certain So- 
viet news f^tograf^rs trained 
their cameras most of the time at 
their foreign colleagues and their 
activities instead of the delegates. 
• “Moscow and its client, dearly 
did a thorough job in making 
arrangements to influence press 
o(anioo, gather information and 
keep ttte delegates and reporters 
under surveillance. 


"The most repulsive part of it is 
organized eavesdropping by spe- 
drily trained reporters or mea 
merely presenting themselves as 
journalists,” the agency added. 

Friday the Chinese lauded the 
summit on successfully resisting 
Cuban and Russian attempts to 
change the course of the 
nonaligned movement and its 
principles and aligning it with 
Soviets and their f^ign policy.

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Close results seen 
in Swedish election 
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STOCKHOLM, Sept 16(R)— 
Sweden began voting for a new 
govemmeat Sunday in an election 
whi^ is expected to be a close 
between the Social Democ- 
rats, headed by former Prime 
Minister Oktf Palme and a coali- 
tioD of three non-socialist parties. 

Fine weather was expected to 
bring out most of the six million 
Swedes eligible to vote. 

Local elections were being at 
die same rime. ' Some 230,000 
inuni^rants, who are not Swed^ 
citizeos but have been in the coun- 
try for at least three yeais, are eiig- 
itte to vote. 

Sweden has been ruled by a 
minority liberal government, 
headed by Ola UOsten, sbce last 
October after the collapse of die 
non-socialist ooalirioD. 

The coalition ended 44 years of 
socialist mle in 1976 and the non- 
sodalists have closed ranks again 
to this election. 


The latest opinion poll gave the 
consen^ative, liberal end center 
^ a slim lead of 0.3 per cent 
after a general election campaign 
fMtured promises ftom all 
fottr major parties to lower taxes. 

A non^sodalist victory would 
most lik^y see Liberal leader UU- 
sten or Ihoijoem Faelldin of the 
Center Party as premier, with a 
top cabinet post going to conser- 
vative head Goesta Bohman. 

If the sodalists win, Paime will 
bead a Social Democrat govem- 
ment witii support in the RiVs hg 
from the oommnnists who are 
expected to get about five percent 
of the 349 seats being contested 
under Sweden's proportional rep- 
resentatioa ^tem. 

The non-socialist party leaders 
have closed ranks again<r die 
Social Democrats in the election, 
which follows three years of coali- 
tion and minority government 
nile.

Diy ^nds blowing in from the 
deseits complicated the work of 
1,500 men and women fitting 
the fire. But the winds promised 
some relief from the stinging, pol- 
luted air that has been trapped 
over Los Angeles for nine days, air 
quality officials said. 

The smog was so severe Satur- 
day that Los Angeles City schoo|s 
cancelled all weekend athletic 
contests. 

The reddish-brown smog, pro- 
duced by industries and the mil- 
lionsoft^ that jam the oount/s 
high ways, was trapped over the 
most populous county in the U.S. 
by a stagnant layer of warm air. 

There have been no serious ill- 
nesses attributed to the current 
smog wave, but some hospitals in 
the hardest hit areas have seen a 
sharp increase in the number of 
people complmning of smog 
symptoms.

Drought, floods threaten India

All are Western-oriented states 
currently enjoying stable govern- 
ments that defy the popular image 
of Africa as a continent of 
economic and political chaos. 

The goal of the tour, which was 
planned before Young's resigna- 
tion from the United Nations, is to 
reverse America's long-standing 
neglect of the rapidly growing 
African market. In most coun- 
tries, the Americans lag behind 
former colonial powers like 
France and Britain and newcom- 
ers like Japan and West Germany. 


NEW DELHI, Sept. 1 6 ( AP) » 
While thousands of persons in the 
eastern state of Assam fled their 
homes after recent devastating 
floods swept the region, many 
more were affected b>' drought in 
northern India, officials have 
reported. 

Officials in Gauhati, capital of 
Assam state, said Saturday at least 
300.000 hectares of the rice crop 
were ruined by flood waters in 
Cachar District, about 450 
kilometers northeast of Calcutta. 
More than 300,000 persons have 
been dbplaced by Itigb water in 
500 villages, they.said. 

Only one drowning has been 
reported in tbe week-long flood- 
ing. 

At least 10,500 persons have 
been lodged in reli^ camps, the 
reports said. 

Officials estimated damage to 
crops and propertv at nearly 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Road and railway traffic also 
have been affected. 

In Uttar Pradesh state drought 
caught caused by insufficient 
monsoon rains has destroyed rice 
and millet crops over an area of 


7.4 million hectares. Fifty-two of a 
total of 56 districts have been 
declared drought areas. 

No human deaths have been 
reported but hundreds of cattle 
reportedly vrere dying from star- 
vation. 

A report in the English- 
language Statesman newspaper 
Saturday called the current 
drought the “worst in living mem- 
ory'." 

Indian officials say the dry 
period was the most damaging in 


the past 25 years. 

Also aflecteJ by the drought 
were Rafndhan, Punjab,- 
Hurhana, Orissa in the north and 
Andhra Pradesh in the south. 

Crops have been lost in these 
states, affecting millions who 
depend on farming for livelihood, 
the reports said. 

Meanwhile, 10 women were 
drowned Saturday when a boat 
capsized in the flooded Tain- 
River, about 250 kilometers north 
of Bombay, the United ncw& of 
India reported. 


Chinese expected to give 
Nixon red carpet welcome 


PEKING. Sept. 16 (R) 
Former U.S. President Rit^rd 
Nixon was due to arrive in China 
Monday as one ofa number of old 
friends the government has 
invited as a recognition of their 
past suppon. 

It is the third visit to China' for 
Nixon, who si^ed tbe Shanghai 
Communique in 1 972 to start the 
process of normalization between 
the United States and China. They 
established diplomatic relations 


earlier this year and now are on ; 
feirly close terms. 

Nixon is expected to stay for 
four days and go to Tokyo on his 
way home. 

He can expect to meet China's 
leaders and receh-e the red carrpet 
treatment from u nation that made 
the Chinese-language version of 
his memoirs a best seller and that. 
seemed to be little disturbed by, 
the Watergate affair.

rich-poor gap

LONDON — 

Some of the worltT 5 great newspapers in Europe, 
Africa, Asia and the A merkushave joined forces to 
publish a quarterly supplement interpreting major 
economic and social developments dividing rich 
and poor countries. 

The supplernent is called Oiu World and is the 
brainchild of Jean Sdiwoebel, former diplomatic 
editor of Lt Monde. His proposal for glot»l news- 
paper supplements on the North-South dialogue, 
welcomed by Kurt Waldheim, the United Nations 
■ Secretary General, has proved an ideal ground for 
cooperation in the prevailing atmosphere of tension 
over the proper role and freedom of tbe press in the 
Third World. 

One cause of the tension is UNESCO's Interna- 
tional Commixiaon on the Press. The commission, 
worried about imbalance in the flow of news bet- 
ween North and bouth, has advanced proposals for 
the establishment of a world press council and an' 
interna tionafly accepted system whose effect would 
be to licence journalists. 

Proposals for tbe pubUcadon of One World were 
worked out fay top management representatives of 
the newspapers at the Palais des Nations in Geneva 
last spring, as the UNESCO Press Commission 
began circuiaring its latest plans. 

Three years ago, UNEli^O nearly broke apart 
when the Soviet Union and its allies tried to enlist 
the discontent of the Third World in promoting a 
declaration intended to limit tbe freedom of tbe 
world Press. The issue was postponed until last 
November, when UNESCO sou^t to make gov- 
ernments responable for the conduct of the Press 
and to define tbe duties of journalists. 

Oru World is one small step towards adjusting a 
genuine imbalance in the flow of news. Most poor 
countries lack the technical focUhies for transmit- 
ting information and have little chance of influenc- 
ing the way they are portrayed to the world outside. 

Tbe big Western news agencies and broadcasting 
organizations dominate the field. The result is too 
tittle space and too tittle sympathy in the Western 
mass media for developments in the Third World, 
and excessive conoentration in the Third World 
media on events in London. Paris and Washington, 

There are two strands lo tbe dispute about con- 
trolling the press. The Soviet Gnion and other 
totalitarian countries are irritated by the power of 
free reporting, but their des^ to bring all writers 
under governmental conr/oi ooincid« with the 
gemune grievance of many poor countries whose 
affairs are frequently ignor^ or misreported in the 
Press of the rich world. 

One Zambian joumalist, for example, recently 
complained to the Toronto conference of the 
Commonwealth Press Union about Western news- 
paper covers^ of a Rhodesian air disaster and the 
alleged murder of the survivors; some Western 
reporters, he said, had accepted unquestionuigly 
the account of the episode given by the Salisbury 
Administration. 

The conflict was sidestepped at UNESCO's Paris 
conference in November last year, when tte West 
offered extensive training and other facilities for the 
media of the poor world. 

But the latest proposals, put forward by Sean 
MacBride, chairman of the UNESCO Press Com- 
mission and a former Irish Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, take the conflict over Press freedon back to 
its starting point. The commission wants journalists 
to be 'protected' by membership of national trade 
or professional oiganisations, with an international 
authority ( under UNESCO) to oversee journalists' 
conduct. 

Tbe conflict has provoked a constructive 
response not only by One World but by other ele- 
ments of the media. 

Thus a group of 1 8 writers and editors, brought 
rogether by the T»rn{feth Century Fund of New 
York, has worked out proposals for the e^ablish- 
ment of a new newb agency to cater for the editorial 
needs of both .Nonh and South. It would be run in 
cooperation with the global news agencies, reg- 
ional organisations ?»uch as the Non-aligned News 
Pool and tbe projected Pan- African News Agency. 

The Ouardian newspaper of London has 
responded to the problem by launching regular 
supplements of its own concentrating on the affurs 
of the developing countries. 

One World U published by newspapers promoting 
many conflicting political philosophies. They 
include Le Monde ( Paris). Artfitifta ( Belgrade), Oawn 
I Kurachn./orno / do Brasil ( Kio dc Janeiro), Indian 
Express (Delhi) and Magyar Semzet (Budapest). 
The very compoiatkm of (he group b signilicuRt 
because these newspapers have managed to over- 
come conflicts of both wealth and Ucoloev. —

Needed; a new approach for the Middle East

It is a year luiw since with surprise and hope we 
beard the news of tbe Camp David agreemeDL 
What has tbe year produced beyond a separate 
peace between Egypt and braet? W^t progress has 
been made towards the comprehensive and lasting 
peace whkb boA the Israelis and the Arabs so 
desperately need? 

'There ha^ been some encouraging develop- 
ments. I ffve my own evidence from frequent and 
long di-scmaions.with Paiestimans in Jenisaiera and 
the West Bank and Gaza, and in Jordan, Syria and 
the Lebanon too, tha i they dearly long for an end of 
violenoe and mititaiy occupation, and for recogni- 
tion of ttaeir right to take their own decisions in a 
Palesiiaian homeland of their own. There is evi- 
dence too that more enlightened Israelis are pre- 
pared to speak out in favor of escaping from dorai- 
natioa and eomity and coaSict to achieve under- 
standing and co-operation and peace. And there U 
an increasing international rcal^tion of the necew- 
siQr and uxgency of Palestinian self-determination, 
together with confirmation of the principles of 
withdrawal and security tateroatiotiaily accepted m 
United Nations Securii^ Council Resolution 242 of 
1967, 

But there are still rejectionists on both sides. 
Until it gets a clear undertaking on self- 
detennmation the PJLO, is unwilling to abandon 
old decferatioQS and out-of-date slogans. And dur- 
ing tbe year since Camp David we have become 
accustomed (o repeated braelt declarations that, in 
• disregard for mternational opinion, tbe Israeli gov- 
ernment will press on with policies of annexation 
and colonisaiioQ. 

Tbe Israeli newspaper Maariv recently reported a 
new slogan (attributed to an Israeli Minister). 

^We have one year to get tbe land and five years 
to establish the settlements." 

And tbe Israeli newspaper ffaarett reported as 
recently as tbe end of August that tbe Israeli minis- 
ter of agriculture, announcing new Israeli settle- 
ments in the Gaza Strip, sakL “We Iiave no inten- 
tion to leave the Gaza Scrip." 

This is tbe kind of talk we have had from braeli 
ministers in the year following CBmp Davidfin^ie 
of the Camp C^vid undertaking to cany out the 
princ^es of Ifesolution 242*’io all its pan^’). Tbe 
Israeli ministers are still roakisg tbe same provoca- 
tive assertions. 

Meanwhile President Sadat does not fail to 
repeat Ids support for tbe Palestinian claim to self- 
determination. Nor does be foil to reiterate the 
Arab claim lo East Jerusalem. 

Immediately after Camp David he wrote a letter 
to President Carter in which be said, in tbe course of 
a full and strong statement: 

“Arab Jerusalem should be under Arab 
sovereignty. The ^lesrinian inhabitants of Arab 
Jenisaiera are entitled to exerdse their legitimate 
national rights, being pan of the Palestinian people 
of tbe West Bank." 

During the year since Camp David Presidenl 
Sadat has been repeatmgsucb positive declarations. 


He did so again when be recently met Prime Minis- 
ter Begin in Hai&, 

So for a year we have witnessed tbe extraordinary 
sceoe mdar which PresideDt Sadat repeats his 
. rtaim«, whSe his Israeli allies by words and actions, 
by bmldiDg“fect^% show contempt for bis purposes 
a^ make nonsense of his declarations. 

It is difficult to ima^ne how the president of 
Egypt can apparently mamtain cordial and even 
affecdonate relations with his Israeli allies when 
they daily subject fasih to such rejection and humili- 
ation. T2m jibe is that Sadat proposes in the air but 
Begin disposes on the ground. 

One can appredate that Prerident Sadaf s over- 
whelming aim is to recover Egyptian territory in 
SinaL That is for him an obvious fost priority, but it 
is a pity for his own reputation and for hope of a 
compiebenave pe^ that he should go on repeat- 
ing poiposes which axe daily disregarded or 
denoucK^ ty his so-called allies. 

Tbe accusation that Camp Darid represented a 
separate peace between Egypt and Israel seems 
even more justified a year later than it was ori^ 
naliy. Tbe rights of the Palestinians and tbe fotnie 
of Jerusalem are now, at tbe same time, tbe subject 
of repeated Egyptian endorsement and oontinirous 
Israeli obstruction. 

There is an even more alaranog afreet of tbe 
present stuation. Tbe two allies, Egypt and Israel, 
may tadtly agree on a separate peace. But what is 
tbe attitude ^ tbe third ally, tbe United States? 

A year has gone by wifo Israeli settiements in 
Jerus^m and tbe West Bank and Gaza going 
ahead without impediment and with rejectionist 
statements from Israeli ^Gn^sters appearing daily, 
witii President Sadat oonsequently in an incteas- 
Digly intolerable position. 

What has the United States, the third ally, done in 
the foce of such a cbalfeoge? 

During the year suce Camp David there have 
been three striking and significant actions by tbe 
United Slates government. 

Rrst, President Carter has several times cast 
doubt on Palestinian daims to self-determination 
by saying that be is opposed to a separate Palesti- 
nian state. 

Second, the Unired States government refused to 
support an otherwise unanimous resolution of tbe 
United Nations Securi^ Council on P^estinian 
rights. 

Third, die United States government has per- 
sisted in determination not to speak to the P.Lo. 
(leading to tiie dismissal of Ambassador Andy 
Young). 

There can scarcely have been three actions more 
likely to give encouragement to Israeli rejectionist 
policies. 

Apart from rather plaintive American references 
to tbe new Israeli senlemenis as “obstacles to 
peace" tbe United States continues without appar- 
ent complaint to supply masrive arms and money to 
tbe braeli government while that government is 
undeterred in its rigorous fwrsuit of policies 
o{^x>red to tbe principles and aims which have been 
unaniraously arid reputedly approved by the xnter- 


national community, including the United States. 

Truly an amazing situation! 

So bow can we sum up tbe contribution of the 
three allies in tbe year since Camp David? 

The Israeli government persists undeterred in its 
eiqansioaist actions. 

Tbe Egyptian government goeson declaring ooo- 
traiy but unavailing intentions. 

The United States helplessly acquieces in unwel- 
come “facts." 

It has been a whole year of collusion — coUurion 
by inaction. 

I ofrea remember Willy Brandfs words when he 
first addressed the Uruted Nations General Assem- 
bly on behalf of West Germany: 

“There is violence through tolerance, intimida- 
tion through indolence, threat through permissive- 
ness, manslaughter through immobiliiy.*' 

So after the first wasted year after Camp David, - 
with the United Stales obsessed with a forihcomtng . 
{xesidential election and Egypt obsessed with the 
Siiyu, what prospect, what possibility, what hc^ 
can there be now of a oomi^heosive and lasting 
peace? 

On tbe central issues of tiie future of East 
Jerusalem and the West Bank and Gazsi, and the 
Golan too. It seems clear that only a return to inter- 
national action can stop the drift to disaster. 

What is surely needed now is a new United - 
Nations Security Council resolution co nfirming the 
princfoles set out in tbe Resolution 242 of 1967 
and, in addition, dealing with tbe following five, 
main issues: 

— Cessation of alt violence and all feraeli set- 
tlements in occupied territory. 

— Creation of a boundary oommisnon to hear .', 
both sides and make Tecomroendatioos for a per- 
manent "secure and recogoised" fnemtier. 

— A period of international trusteeship over - 
East Jeruralem, the West Bank and Gaza (and also 
tbe Golan) during which period tbe Palestinians cmi .? ' 
exercise self-determination, elect their own leaders, : 
and decide on their owu constitution and on their ' 
relations with their neighbors. 

— Provision of internationail guarantees-^.' 
(togetiier with de-miJitarized zones) to preserve die / 
right of every state in the area to live in peace " fr»e . 
from threats and acts of force."

— A -final peace conference to take place 
Geneva under the joint chairmanship of the United-'- 
States and the Soviet Union as before, (whh dm. 
Palestinians represented by their newly 'elecfed',: 
leaders), to prepare and rign the Peace Treaties. ' 
God willing we can now escape from the first year~>. 
after Camp David, the year of drift and del^, and..' ,.-- 
urgent action can now proceed by international ' 
initiative in these practic^ tasks. 

In the interests of the security of Israel and the- V 
freedom of the Palestinians and the needs of world 
peace — they are interdependent — maytbesecmd - 
year after Chmp David put the first year to shanie' 
and show tbe way at last to a comprehensive and-^ 
lasting peace.

Muzorewa rejects army compromise 


LONDON. Sept. 16 |AP) — Zimbabwe 
Khodesia'spoliticaliy moderate Prime Vlinis> 
ter Abel Muzorewa appeared to rule out 
compromise wirh ihe Patriotic Front in a 
statement released Saturday night. 

.A defiant Muzorewa. addressing his mes^ 
sage to followers back home at the end of the 
first week of the Khodesian constitutional 
conference here, ruled our compromise with 
Patriotic Front leaders Joshua Nkomo and 
Robert Mugabe on the central issue : who 
will control the nation's security forces. 

“ We will not discuss issues that are non- 
starters. such as our security forces, our milit- 
ary or our police, our sy>tem of law and 
order. " he said in the prepared statement. 

“ Every person of sound mind realizes and 
already knows the answer to such questions. 
No country anywhere in the world can accept 
the dismantling of their security services and 
the forces that maintain the law and good 
order." he said. 

Muzorewa also blasted Tanzanian Presi- 
dent Julius Nycrece and leaders of the other 
*' front-line sfatc.v " supporting the Patriotic 
Front us •‘kingmakers" with "power- 
hungry ambitions," who could not decide 
among themselves whether they want 
Nkomo or Vlugabe in power. 

He urged British Prime viinister Margaret 
Thatcher and Foreign Secretary Lord Car- 
rington. who convened this month's talks, not 
to be intimidated by “ undemocratic and 
despotic demands" fiom the front-line 
states. 



Prime Minister Muzorewa 

Muzorewa's remarks, which he recorded 
for radio broadcast, seemed aimed at reassur- 
ing Zimbabwe Rhodesia's 2d0.000 white 
minority and his own moderate black suppor- 
ters, following uncompromising opening 
exchanges at the conference. 

One of the Patriotic Front's chief demands, 
in addition to new leadership elections, is the 
dismantling of the country's security forces. 
The front would also deprive whites of any 
preferential treatment in the nation of seven 
million blacks. 

Muzorewa's aim. on the other barKi, is to 
offer mild concessions that would lead to 
international recognition of his administra- 
tion, and bring the I'tfting of economic sanc-

McHenry an exception 

U.S. U.N. envoys rarely diplomats 


UNITED NATIONS. Sept, lb lAP) — 
Donald F. McHenry, nominated to be 16ih 
U.S. .Ambassador at the United Nations in 
the organization's .“4-year history, has some- 
thing in common with the first .American rep- 
resentative. Edward StcUinius Jr. — both 
were career diplomats in ihe State Depart- 
ment. 

The appointment of McHenry, outgoing 
.Ambassador Andrew Young's softspoken 
assistant, is a calculated move by the State 
Depanment which expects its spokesrrwn to 
follow one cardinal rule : Diplomats in the 
field .seek, get and follow instructions from 
Washington. 

It is a rule calculated to keep U.S. ambas- 
sadors. including U.N. chief delegates, from 
getting into trouble the way Daniel Patrick 
Nfoynihan and .Andrew 1’oung did with their 
outspoken policies and freewheeling styles, 
in and out of U.N. headquarters. 

W'hile most of the L^.N.'s members send 
career foreign service men to be their chief 
deicgaies, only seven of the 16 Americans 
named to the post had prior diplomatic and 
foreign service careers- 

McHenrv. like Young, is black. But while 
Young came lo the U.N. after a career as a 
congressman and civil rights activist, 
McHenry spent more than 10 years with the 
Slate Depanment. 

His nomination is subject to Senate con- 
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firmation. 

Most of the other U.S. ambassadors here 
served in other branches of government and 
two of them. James Russell Wiggins and John 
Scali, came from careers in the news media to 
the job. which carries cabinet rank. 

Stettinius. the first VS. chief delegate. w*a.s 
a Chicago-born U.S. Steel executive who got 
into government in wartime, became Secret- 
ary of State and in that capacity was one of 
four rotating presidents of the 1945 San 
Francisco U.N. organizing conference. He 
served as U.N. representative from 
December 1945 into June 1946. 

His successor, a Harvard-educated .Atlan- 
tan named Herschel V. Johnson, had 26 
vears' hackuround in State Department jobs. 
He was acting U.N. permanent representa- 
tive from June 1SM6 to January 1947. 

Warren R. Austin became the next U.N. 
ambassador. A Republican ex-senator from 
Vermont, he was 69 when he took over in 
January 1947 but stayed for six years. 

His successor was Henry Cabot Lod{p;, 
another Republican ex-senaior. named by 
President Dwight Eisenhower, 

Lodoe. from two illustrious old Boston 
families, holds the record for length of service 
here — seven years and eight months — 
which took him through the cold war years 
from January 1953 to September 19b0.

He said in his statement that he had oome 
to London to discuss an independent con- 
stitution " and nothing else. " He told 
Rhodesians they had nothing to fear. 

Earlier Saturday. Nkomo had rea^urances 
of his own for whites in the embattled coun- 
try. He told them not to be afraid of the 
Patriotic Fronfs version of the future. 

" We can assure our white fellow citizens 
that we accept them as we accept ourselves. 
They have nothing to fear," Nkomo told 
reporters at his London hotel. 

Nkomo, joint leader of the front with 
Mugabe, was upset by a headline in Satur- 
day's London DaHyEjqtress which labeled the 
front* s constitutional proposals a " purge of 
the whites " and spoke of a “ charter 
fear. " 

This is because the front opposes any con- 
stitutional safeguards for Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia's 230,000 whites. 

" Where is the charter of fear?" asked 
Nkomo. He said the trouble was that so many 
people were racially minded they wanted 
everyone to think like them. 

He said he sought “ a straightforward con- 
stitution that accepts that the people of Zim- 
babwe have a right to independence and 
self-determination like any o^er people. " 

He quoted a song by die late American 
country singer, Jim Reeves, containing the 
line " a stranger is just a friend you do not 
know " and commented : It is possible

Zimbabwe has seven million blacks, cur- 
rently ruled by the moderate multi-racial 
regime of Muzorewa. 

The Pacriotic Front, using bases in neigh- 
boring Mozambique and Zambia, luia waged 
a seven-year guerrilla war to gain total black 
control of the former British colony. Some 50 
persons die every day in the struggle. 

Britain, still legally responsible for the 
country, convened a consdtutionai confer- 
ence of all parties last Monday in an attempt 
to end the fighting and restructure the 
machinery of government, possibly involving 
new election. 


New storm formine off Yucatan 


Frederic damages likely to top $1.5 billion 


NEW YORK, Sept. l6(Agendcs) — Hur- 
rkane Frederic was blowing itself out in the 
Atlantic Sunday after causing more thanS 1,5 
billion this week in the U.S. eastern 

seaboard and gulf coast. 

Frederic, one of the three worst hurricanes 
tecoid b the United States, was downgraded 
to a stonn Friday night as it brought torrential 
ram to northern states bclutfetg New York. 

Its winds, which bi 130 miles per hour ac 
the peak of the hurricane's ftuy, dropped to 
35 miles per hour. 

Frederic was reported to have killed 17 
people b the United States and 1 S b Cuba. It 
flattened large areas of Florida, Alabanaa and 
Mississippi. 

The previous worst hurricanes were 
Pamaie which killed 250 Americans b 1969 
and Betsy b 1965. 

The evacuation of endangered com- 
munities b the Southeast United States 
before Frederic hit on Wednesday saved 
hundreds of lives. 

Meanwhile, a tropical depression just 
north of Mexico’s Yucatan Peninsitia m the 
Gulf of Mexico may develop bto a tropica] 
storm, forecasters at the National Hurricane 
Center b Miami said Saturday. 

By midday the depressbn had top sus- 
fai ru»d wbds of 56 lulometcrs per hour. If 
those wbds reach 62 Idlometers per hour, the 
depression would be named Tropical Srorm 
Henri. 

The depression, which developed Friday, 
was driftbg northward and was expected to 
turn to the north-northwest at less than 16 
kilometers per hour b>' late Sunday. 

Forecasters said strong wbds along the 
northern Gulf Coast were associated with a 
high-pressure sv'stem, and not with the 
depression. 

Meanwhile, showers m a tropical wave 
about'1,900 kilometers east of the southern 
wbdward islands was becombg better organ- 
ized. 

Forecasters said the wave, moxing toward 
the Caribbean, could become a tropical 
depression witl^ a day or two. 
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n^ddent Carter inspects storm damt^. 

Boaters on the northern Yucatan coast, 
near western Cuba and b the lower Florida 
Keys were warned to stay b port. 

Forecasters said what had been Hurricane 
Gloria had lost all circulation and merged 
with a low pressure system m the fer North 
Atlantic southwest of Ireland. 

In Mobile, Alabama, ebab saws roared b 
the port dty Saturday as workers cleared a 
three-day pile of rubble caused by the ferod- 
ous wb(k of hurricane Frederic. Police and 
National Guardsmen tried to protect and 
contam the stunned popuiation. 

The death toll from the storm also con- 
tinued to climb as police blamed the fire 
deaths of a mother and her three children 
Friday night on conditions caused by the 
storm. That brought the storm’s total to 12 b 
Alabama. At least five other deaths were 
attributed to die storm as it dimbished m size 
and moved northeasterly. 

Alabama Power said service was still out to 
about 95,000 people and that a force of 1 ,100

Isfestia said Time primed the picture as 
pan of what it called a provocative huUab^oo 
b the American press over the alleged pres- 
ence of Soviet combat troops m Cuba. 

"So. the secret radio antennae revealed 
nothbg like what was written by the 
magazine. They revealed once agam the dirty 
wo^ of those circles in the United States 
which are trying to whip up hysteria round 
the "Soviet military threat," IzveOia said. 

Moscow has denied having combat troops 
in Cuba. 

Meanwhile, Sen. Jacob Javits said Satur- 
day that despite the controversy in the United 
Suites over Soviet troops b Cuba, chances 
are Still better than even that the Senate will 
ratify- the Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty 
with ibi: .Sovicl!». 

Speaking at Williams College, the senior 
Republican on the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee .said the troop question would

Javits, one of the country' s most influential 
lawmakers and a supporter of the strategic 
arms pact, said "the chances are better 
5D-S0 that when it is finally voted on, h will 
be ratified, probably toward the end of this 
war."

San Salvador 
tense as 2,500 
stage procession 

SAN SALVADOR, Sept. 16 (AP) — 
Some 2,500 peisons jobed a funeral proces- 
sion through the streets here Saturday to pro- 
test attacks on leftists, and although violence 
had been feared, none was reported. 

Although San Salvador has been shaken by 
almost d^y killings and vblence between 
lefost groups and police and troops of Gen. 
Carlos Humberto Romero'sgovernment, the 
capital remained tense but calm on the 1 58th 
anniversaiy of Salvadorean 'mdependence 
from Spam. 

The funeral was for two leftist teachers 
shot to death here a week ago. 

On Friday, police sharpshooters shot up a 
demonstration of approrimately 1,000 lef- 
tists demandbg Romero's resignation, kilUng 
two marchers and wounding approximately 
30. 

Foreign reporters saw the riflemen shoot- 
bg fiom the roofuip of the traffic police 
headquarters buildbg as the demonstanois 
mai^d'by. 

On Saturday, plabclotbes policemen dr-, 
cled El Rosario Church, where the funeral 
processbn began, but no uniformed police 
were in sight. 

' Those bebg buried were among three stu- 
dents whose bullet-riddled b^ies were 
found m a small van b the center of the dty. 
Leftist sources daimed they had been assas- 
sbated by rightist hit squards made up of 
off-duty policemen and other security per- 
sonnel. 

• AllfivevictimsweremembeisofthePopu- 
iar Revolutionary Bloc (BPR), one of a 
dozen leftist groups seelring to overthrow the 
Romero government. 

The BP^ the largest activist group with a 
daiitied membership of 30,000, sponsored 
both the funeral procession and the demonst- 
ration Friday and is responsible for most of 
the recent marche.s m whidi vblence has 
erupted. 

No group has daimed nrt^nsibility for the 
killing of the three leftists buried Saturday. 



The talks were adjourned over the 
weekend and some delegates, bcludbg 
Rhodesia's farmer white piemier Ian Smith, 
used the time to look up friends and relatives. 

Smith, a wartime pilot b the British Royal 
Air Force, was to attend a Battle of Britain

An Arab businessinan, managing a small 
company b Geneva for the last seventeen 
years, found need reoentl}' to travel to an 
Arab country to conclude some deal. He told 
me that, having been away from the Arab 
world for so long, -he frad. forgotten what it 
was like to gam entry bto Arab countries. 
“But it all came back," he reflected ruefully, 
“and how." 

The journey itself was uneventftzi enough. 
But he soon found himself b a crowded, 
ooi^ Pasqxm Office, where be was told to 
wait with the others. b itself was discon- 

certing, sboe the others appeared mostly to 
be m an advanced state ^ impatience and 
exhaustion, protesting at the length of time 
they spent waiting for their entry pemuts. 
The cause of the delay became apparenL A 
pas^rt officer appeared once b a while to 
demand one or two passports, and then took 
them mto an mner office. He would then 
appear, but less frequently, with one or two 
pasqmns to give to the ludey entrants. 

Ifis turn came to hand hb pas^rt m, then 
settle for the long wait for results. One hour, 
then two, still mnhing. He could not protest 
having seen bow protests were dealt with. He 
began to worry: his papers are b order, but 
who can tell? He told himseB that he should 
take it easy — the journey was speedy, the 
delay might have ocoired anywhere en route, 
with mix-ups b travel schedules or bad 
weather conditions or wbatever, 

A hour later, he approached the officer, 
who had just emerged from the inner office 
one of his leisurely journeys, mquiring 
politely how long the procedure might still 
take. 'Hie man turned to him a balefiil eye and 
asked him his name. When told, he stouted 
triunqrfiantly, “It’s you thenl Inside!" 

He went to the inner office where a semor 
officer totally ignored his entrance for some 
mbutes. Then he suddently lifted his head to 
bquire sharply how come that the traveller, 
an Arab, was seekmg entry on a foreign pass- 
port Why, b any case, has he chosen to live 
outside for so long? 

The man began to explab that his line of 
busness made this necessary, that he simply 
found no oppoituni^ in the An^ world, but 
that as the officer can see, he was only too 
willing to establish contact once a chance was 
ofieied. As to the passport, he told the officer 
that H was simply a matter of convenisace. 
He has to travel a great deal through Europe, 
and his passport means that be does not need 
any visas for tlus. 

“So you sell your home-land for a visa," 
was the officer’s contemptuous comment. He 
said that he knew very weD what land of man 
he was dealmg with, and that he was going to 
subject him to a tborou^ search, starting 
with his pockets. 

The startled businessman had to comply. 
The officer began by lookbg through his wal- 
let. Triumph s^wed b his eyes as he held up 
the credit cards he found titere. “And what,' 
pray, are these?” The man tried to ejqriab, 
but eMdently not very successfully, as the 
officer, who had just dedfriiered “American 
E^res^’ on one of them shouted, “so that is 
how the CIA pays for your services. You 
simply charge everythmg to America." 

^qieo be reached his 'Dbars Qub" card, 
the contempt on the officer’s feoe knew no 
bounds.... “So tiiey also pay for your bread. 
We know bow to deal with your land -here. 
You will be lucky if it is merely the firing 
squad for you." 

The burinessman smd that by then be was 
thmkbg of his wife and tittle ones m Geneva, 
and whether be would ever see them apb or 
simply disappear, the victim of one of the 
** little misunderstanding^' so common to 
these parts.
